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INVESTIGATION 
INTO AFFAIRS 
OF WHITE RATS 
STILL LINGERS 


Four Years of Probing by A. 
F. of L. Without a Decision 


Turn Investigation Into Farce 
and ‘‘Showdown’’ Is Due 


Attempts To Bring Insurgents 
Into Line Have Failed 


New York, May 29.—For more than 
four years, since February, 1912, to 
be exact, President Samuel Gompers 
and the Federation of Labor have 
been conducting an investigation of 
the White Rats Actors’ Union of 
America. A preponderance of evi- 
dence to show the crookedness within 
the White Rats has been presented 
and yet the investigation is today as 
big a joke as ever. During the four- 
year period there have been numer- 
ous conferences between officials of 
the American Federation of Labor 
and repre-entative of the various the- 
atrical organizations, primarily the 
White Rats and the so-called Insur- 
gents, better known as the Actors’ 
International Union. 


Time after time The Pillboard has 
pointed out to President Gompers and 
his aides the iniquity which has and 
still prevails within the White Rat 
ranks due to the presence and unin- 
terrupted reign of a clique, and yet 
the A. F. of L., for some reason or 
other, has seen fit, so far, to refrain 
from bringing its investigation to a 
head and either taking up the White 
Rats’ charter or giving them a clean 
bill of health. 

Is this farce to continue indefinite- 
ly? That is the big question which 
the vaudeville actors—those who 
have the real interests of the profes- 
sion at heart—are anxious to know. 
They have been fooled time and time 
again. They have been juggled about 
like toys, and they are beginning to 
et disgusted with the entire proced- 
ure, 

During the last week there have 
been frequent conferences between 
the actors’ organizations and the 
heads of organized labor, but so far 
as can be ascertained the controversy 
is no nearer a solution that it was 
when the first investigation of White 
Rat rottenness was instituted fifty-one 
months ago. One of these conferences, 
for the expressed purpose of bringing 
the warring factions together and re- 
storing harmony, was held on Tues- 
day, but like all other conferences of 
a similar nature it was productive of 
no results. Officials of the A. F. of L. 
have of late endeavored to induce 
the Actors’ International Union (In-

EASTERN STUDIO 


Big U Decides To Confine Pro- 
duction to West Coast 


Rumor Persists That Spreckels 
Has Bought Out Laemmle 


But Vigorous Denial of Such 
Action Has Been Made 


New York, May 29.—Julius Stern, 
who, since the formation of the Uni- 
versal Film Manufacturing Company, 
has been manager of its Eastern stu- 
dios, is to relinquish his position with- 
in the next ten days, and, it is stated, 
will be associated with his brother in 
the direction and management of the 
L.-Ko Film Company, one of the con- 
cerns which releases its output 
through the Big U. In connection 
with the retirement from Universal 
of Stern, it has been persistently ru- 
mored, not only in Eastern film circles, 
but throughout the Coast region, that 
Carl Laemmle, president of the Uni- 
versal, has disposed of his interests 
in the concern and that his only con- 
nection at present is in the capacity 
of managing his own individual film 
exchanges, which form a part of the 
Universal’s great chain of distribut- 
ing agencies. 


At the same time the Universal has 
announced officially its plan to give 
up most of its production activities in 
the East, and its intention to confine 
its operations in the main at Universal 
City on the Pacific Coast. In its is- 
sue of April 8 The Billboard forecasted 
such action on the part of the Uni- 
versal, and, in spite of an official de- 
nial at that time, it now develops the 
announcement was simply premature. 


With the exception of possibly 
three, all of the Universal's Eastern 
stars are to be transferred to the 
Coast, and with it the Universal will 
practically abandon its brand new 
$400,000 studio at Fort Lee, N. J., 
conceded by film experts to be one 
xf the most complete studios on the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

At Universal headquarters here the 
retirement of Stern as Eastern man- 
ager for the Universal was confirmed, 
but an emphatic denial was made that 
Car! Laemmle had disposed of his 
holdings in the company. From very 
inside sources, however, The Pillboard 
is informed that if he has not already 
done so Mr. Laemmle is, or has been, 
contemplating some such action. A 
few weeks ago newspapers on the Pa- 
cific Coast printed the statement that 
Yohn D. Spreckels, the California mil- 
lionaire, had purchased oan interest in 
the Universal, and as it is not thought

THEATRICAL WRITERS STILL AGAINST THE FILMS 


In the face of an almost malicious prejudice on the part of the high-brow 
critics of the speaking stage, of whom not a few are looking jealously at the 
astounding money appropriations now being spent for advertising feature films 
at high admission prices, the next two months will witness what may well be 
called the zenith period of motion picture development, when as many as six 
productions for the screen will be presented in New York practically simul- 
taneously, each entailing about a year’s incessant preparatory effort and all 
the final result and achievement of young producers and directors, not one of 
whom ever made as much as a reputation on the stage. 


Here is the roll of honor: D. W. Griffith, the man who came to the screen 
at a laborer’s wage, ridiculed by all except an expert camera man, Bitzer by 
name, who has already made millions for himself, and one loyal associate, 
Harry T. Aitken, and who comes hither now to add two his laurels with The 
Mother and the Law, which, it is predicted, will eclipse everything to date and 
who will follow this production with The Holy Grail. 


Thomas H. Ince, the wizard of Inceville and Culver City, who but five 
years ago found shelter in a primitive film studio at five dollars a day, who 
two years later was being paid $100,000 a year as a salary and who is now in 
New York awaiting the Metropolitan verdict on his colossal film spectacle, 
Civilization, which is in its third month at a Los Angeles playhouse. 


The third of the group is Herbert Brenon, who the writer recalls as 
Joseph F. Vion’s “typewriter,” who, like Ince, sought fame and fortune 
in vaudeville in vain, the genius who created Neptune’s Daughter, and who is 
now watching Griffith and Ince, ready to spring at a day’s notice into the field 
with the Fox-Kellermann film with the provisionary title of A Daughter of 
the Gods. 

Fourth in the group is J. Stuart Blackton, the first to present a “prepared- 
ness” film, who is about to enter the field with a sequel to The Battle Cry of 
Peace, the man of destiny, the very first to do big things in filmdom, but 
whose career is about to assume the vital stage and who, like Griffith, Ince and 
Brenon, was unknown to fame on the stage, though he was a performer of 
marked ability. 

The fifth is Donald Crisp, to whom the world owes the truly artistic 
Ramona. A disciple of Griffith. Sixth, and last of the list, is Lois Weber, 
“the wonder girl,” who, on the stage, passed through a precarious career, 
which may explain why the productions she has created deal with the vital 
problems of our national life, with vital truths rather than with stage fiction. 
The name of Lois Weber is, however, recorded here not for what she has 
already achieved so much as for what is yet to come from her brain. A year 
hence will witness the advent of Lois Weber into the realm of the million- 
dollar film spectacle which deals with the life we live and as we live it in 
modern times. 

These are the film figures who now occupy the center of the stage in the 
world of picturedom, and it is almost a travesty to gaze upon the spectacle of 
our present-day critics either waxing enthusiastic or else deerying their in- 
fluence in the field of public entertaining. Four years ago there was not one 
New York critic who accepted motion pictures seriously. The awakening did 
not come until that golden hour (it may yet be a fatal one), when the pro- 
ducers of picture plays decided to reveal the identities of the screen. Then 
came the real evolution followed by the phenomenal salaries to the talent. 
Naturally with the inauguration of this era of publicity the majority of the 
critics began to consider the screen seriously, but there remains a stubborn 
minority which delights at every turn in belittling the productivity of the 
cameras while keeping tab on the maze of full-page advertisements which 
signalized the most prosperous year the amusement world has ever known. 

The critics of two leading morning dalies and two evening issues are right 
now writing destructively about motion picture productions of the highest 
wrade with one hand while with the other with hat in hand they are crying for 
their share of the “spoils."". What is the use of mincing matters? Commer- 
cialism is now running rampant in connection with criticism, yet this 
is probably as it should be, but why the hypocrisy? 

Here we are in the period of the dog days with theaters as a whole more 
prosperous than in the regular season. vet there is not one daily paper in New 
York today, except The New York Herald. which will print one line about 
motion pictures that is not influenced by its advertising columns. This 
is probably perfectly proper, owing to the financial problems now confronting 
the newspapers, but if conditions demand that editorial space be controlled in 
the counting room why pretend that criticism is unbiased? 


WHY NOT THE HIPPODROME? 


When will theatrical managers begin to gain their knowledge from actual 
experience? Just about this time of the year the theater manager gets a spell 
of pessimism coincidentally with the advent of the first days of balmy spring, 
when perhaps for three or four days box-office receipts assume a dropping 
tendency. Immediately playhouses are closed at the first sign of loss, only to 
cause the deepest regret when in the same week “Overcoat Weather” and 
sold-out houses is the reward of those who keep open house. 

This mistaken idea of a summer of any length of time before the first of 
July has caused more than one manager to vrefit through operating from

FOR $13,400 BY LAW FIRM 


O’Brien, Malevinsky & Driscoll Forced To Bring 
Action To Recover for Loans and Legal 
Services — Mountford Renews Attacks 


Against United 


Booking Offices 


New York, May 27.—Failing after 
two years to bring about a settlement 
of their claims, the law firm of O’Brien, 


Malevinsky & Driscoll, former attor- 
neys for the White Rats Actors’ 
Union, this week instituted suit 
against the organization to recover 
the sum of $13,400, alleged to be due 
for legal services and for moneys ad- 
vaneed to further White Rat interests. 
The White Rats’ Realty Co., which 
operates the White Rats’ clubhouse in 
West Forty-sixth street, is made co- 
defendant with the organization 
proper. 

Until a few months ago the plain- 
tiffs acted as general counsel for the 
Rats, but conditions within the order 
‘finally became so rotten that they 
withdrew. James S. Timmony is now 
acting as attorney for the organiza- 
tion. It is very likely that the suit, 
when tried, will result in a baring of 
White Rat secrets, and will enable 
the membership for the first time to 
learn from an inside source just how 
their organization was managed. 

Mountford, this week, continues his 
attacks against the United Booking 
Offices in his endeavor to attempt to 
mislead members of his organization 
into the belief that it is only that 
booking agency which is lined up 
against the agitating order. He pro- 
ceeds to make a comparison of vaude- 
ville conditions in this country and in 
England, pointing out that here there 
are but a comparatively few first- 
class vaudeville houses, due to the 
policies of the U. B. O., while in Eng- 
land there are any number of them.

eurgents) to bang the hatchet and go back into 
the White from which they withdrew 
when the F-.1 began to develop in the latter 
organization. How can the American Federation 
of Labor consistently make such a request when 
it hag been proven, and only recently again, that 
the Actors’ International Union has the unquall- 
Ged support ef erganized labor, something the 
White Rats never had and never could get under 
existing conditions? The White Rats never have 
and never will live up to Union principles. Per- 
haps it has not occurred to Mr. Gompers that 
he can not longer continue to cover up the White 
Rats without making himself and the American 
Federation of Labor appear a party to the 
iniquity. 

The Billboard again reiterates its statement 
to Mr. Gompers of March 18, titled ““A Way Out 
of the Rat Trap,” as being the only possible 
solution to the disgraceful condition of affairs 
sow existing in the amuse-™ent work), in refer- 
ence to performers’ afi «ion with organized 
labor. For the benefit of Mr. Gompers and his 
aides we will repeat The Billboard's suggestion 
herewith:

the actor; they have no $10,000 a year officials 
who work only for their own personal advantage, 
and whose sole interest in the theatrical pro- 
fession is what they can get out of it. When 
the membership of the White Rats awakens to 
a realization of conditions and eliminates Mount- 
ford and his clique, then, and not until then, 
will come the dawn of ideal vaudeville in this 


country. 

The so-called first-class houses in England, as 
referred to by Mountford, offer a quality of 
entertainment about on a par with the so-called 
second-class houses of this country, and proof 
of this is had in the fact that fully fifty per 
cent of the performers who play the higher 
class British oo are booked in what 
Mountford calls second-class American houses, 
where they get more salary than in the English 
so-called first-class houses. 

The American houses called by Mountford as 
second-class are the Colonial, the Alhambra, 
the Orpheum, the Bushwick, and others of the 
Keith Circuit.’ Are there any better vaudeville 
theaters in the world? Mountford forgets to 
state that in the first-class houses in England 
the performers are obliged to work ‘‘turns.*’ 
which means that the actor has to work two, 
sometimes three different theaters each night 
vfour to six shows altogether) in order to get 
one week's full salary. But then that is just 
another illustration of ‘Harry's ambiguous state- 
ments, wherein he uses what part of the truth 
suits him for his own arguments and omits the 
truths which more than offset his arguments 
against. 

The latest mirth emanating from White Rat 
headquarters here is the announcement of the 
contemplated formation of a battalion to be 
affiliated with the National Guard of the State. 
All of the clique, including Mountford, are 
mentioned as being included in the roster of 
the battalion, despite the fact that only Ameri. 
ean citizens can become a part of the National 
Guard of any State, but such a mere trifle evi- 
dently doesn’t bother the British adji-dictator of 
Ratdom. To the average layman, and, to the 
responsible performer, it looks like another case 
of ‘brass band."’ 

The annual meeting of the White Rats is 
ealled for Monday night, June 5, at which time 
the members may rightfully expect a financial 
statement. If it is not forthcoming they should 
demand it, especially an itemized account of the 
agitator’s late Western trip. verified and sworn 
to. They should not take Mountford’s word or 
that of any other member of the clique that it 
is correct until they have thoroughly inquired

Comes New Song for Chas. K. Harris 


New York, May 27.—Direct from the rural 
quietade of Conuecticut bas come a new song 
for Charles K. Harris to exploit all over the 
world as a hit.

which she wished to submit. Mr. Harris sat 
smoking and figuring bow to dismiss the am- 
bitious amateur without burting her feelings. 
Ae be rose to ‘“‘show her the gate’’ the girl 
started another song, the melody of which 
caused the music publisher to change his mind 
immediately. After she had finished Mr. Harris 
reached for a contract and asked Miss Vail ber 
price. She showed signs of confusion, and Mr. 
Herris learned that she had never had experience 
marketing songs, and that this was her first 
visit to New York. He said: *‘Miss Vail, you 
have a wonderful song there that you would 
probably sell for $50, but I do not wish to take 
it that way. I will give you a regular royalty 
contract, the same as any great composer gets. 
And I will give you any advame royalty you 
Please. 1 predict that within a month this 
number will be the rage of the country.” 

Charles K. Harris is the tipster, Josephine 
Vail is the composer, and It's a Long, Long 
Time Since I've Been Home is the name of the 
song.

But just wait ‘til we get the firs 
June heat or even the last days of May, theaters 
will close at a day’s notice in the face of the 
Known fact that June is a great theater month 
for the few who stand “pat.” 

The writer has never carried any brief for 
the Messrs. Shubert, and it is rare, indeed, when 
he has any occasion to pay them a tribute, but 
the same Messrs. Shubert have made more money 
(which they have never lost since) through their 
keen perspective as to theater weather and their 
persistent method of keeping their houses open 
until well on in July, and more Shubert theaters 
have been kept open all year around than is 
true of all the rest of the zone theaters com- 
bined. 

Liowever, right now, the gentlemen who own 


and control our playhouses appear to regard the |- 


influx of a half dozen so-called million-dollar 
picture productions as the greatest kind of a 
boon, but there is not one good showman among 
them all who has the nerve to refuse a rental 
contract to any of these big pictures. Not one 
is making the least effort to secure a sharing 
contract. 

How different is the film magnate himself in 
such a situation. The writer suggested t 
Thomas HH. Ince the advisability of sharing, at 
the Criterion Theater, where Civilization is to 
be seen, if only to secure the managerial as 
sistance in exploitation, but Ince, intrepid and 
all confident of the tenability of his position, lost 
no time trying to convince ‘‘the other side."’ 
Ince simply leased the Criterion for sixteen 
weeks, covering the complete summer, dog days 
and all, and the Lerd of Inceville is so good a 
showman that, before the ink was dry on the 
contract for the Criterion, Ince was negotiating 
to secure the big Hippodrome for the same film 
production. 

Charles Dillingham is alive to the extraor- 
dinary situation in motion picturedom, and, 
if the deal for Civilization is concluded at once 
or even after a fortnight at the Criterion Thea- 
ter, Ince would merely pay the rent at the 
amaller playhouse and use the greatest corner 
in New York as a hand ‘‘to point the way’’ to 
the Hippodrome, which is just a block east. 
This would be the first time in theatrical his- 
tory when a Broadway playhouse was used as 
a sign to attract a greater public to the Dilling- 
ham establishment, with its capacity for 5,000 
persons twice daily, including Sundays. 


About the only reason for hestitation in this 
colossal undertaking is the absurd idea that the 
Hippodrome is too large, whereas there is no 
more intimate auditorium in all New York than 
the big show place at 44th street and Sixth 
avenue. A few pessimists will probably argue 
that the only time the Hippodrome was utilized 
for the films it did not prosper—but this was 
before the days of million-dollar pictures and 
also during the final days of the Shubert regime, 
when some of the poorest one-reel pictures ever 
made, and a feature (Mrs. Carter in Heart of 
Maryland), by no means of the first order, failed 
to attract for long. At that, even in these con- 
ditions, the Hippodrome was packed daily at 
the outset. 

But now, with Dillingham and the greatest 
advertising genius of today, Mark Luescher, at 
the helm, the spectacle of the Hippodrome being 
closed in the summer is inexplicable; more- 
over, Luescher has proved the case respectively 
with Chaplin, with Miss Pickford, and almost 
every time the big showshop has been ex- 
ploited for a night with screen stars. 

The Hippodrome is the coolest auditorium in 
all New York, and it is a safe wager that if 
Dillingham, Luescher and Ince combine for this 
unusual scheme the final result will mean a 
big revenue every year for those ninety days in 
which the greatest of all our amusement in- 
stitutions has lain dark and dormant. 

And, as for the hot weather bugbear, have we 
all forgotten the history of Cabiria, when Harry 
Raver rented the Knickerbocker Theater out- 
right at a time when ninety per cent of our 
playgoers refused to be lured into a theater of 
any kind? What was the outcome of Cabiria? 
It held on there throughout the entire sum- 
mer, commanding regular theater prices and 
turning people away most of the time. 

This was before the days of Chaplin—before 
the fame days of Griffith and Ince, and, above 
all, before the astounding days of ninety per 
cent of all the people worshiping the magic 
screen, instead of ten per cent, when Cabiria 
was launched.

Concrete examples are the metaphorical hammers that drive home the insistent neces- 
sity for free attorneyship for unfortunate people who have neither gold bags nor checking 
accounts from which to pay the fees of legal advisers. 

Concrete examples—warm, living, human examples—knock in the cruelty of existing 
miscarriages, mistakes, or mismanagements of Justice as she wanders about through our 
courts today, and brings vividly to the foreground the imperative and urgent need for 
Public Defenders in every corner of the United States. 

Deliberate twisting and distortion of Justice in the sanctums where she dwells is 
not so prevalent—not so ordinary and usual—as a sometimes suffering public likes to 
Newspapers snatch at the sensational, are quick to tinge it with the florid hues 
of partiality and unfairness, and print it in type to catch the unthinking and biased eye. 


That public opinion has given an unbecoming black eye to court room proceedings in 
a number of instances without an investigation which often would have dissolved the seem- 
ing kernel of injustice, is not to be disputed. To delve a little more deeply would often 
be to dissipate what, on the surface, is glaringly wrong. 

But there still remain frequent cases of the heartlessness of the law's course when it 
has to deal with the moneyless man—the under dog without the cash to cover attorneys’ 
fees either for defending or instituting legal action. 


A peculiar case in the recent annals of showdom where a Public Defender would have 
been of unquestioned value has come to The Billboard.

Two weeks in jail may be a disciplining experience not to be held invaluable in the 
long run, but it is one certainly calculated to raise the ire of an innocent man. 
people identified him as a friend who was not the man wanted by the police; but proof 
went begging, and the man continued to be interned in the county castle of correction. 
Finally they found the man they thought they had jailed, registered at a downtown hotel. 
By the aid of a microscope and the signatures of the two they arrived at a conclusion 
whereby the charges against the unlucky goat in the situation were released. 

A Public Defender could and would have averted the awkwardness and the injustice.

According to reports the Barnum & Bailey 
Show had considerable trouble in getting up 
and down in New Jersey week before last, es- 
pecially at Trenton and Paterson, on account of 
a number of workingmen leaving to work in the 
munition plants,

Shows anticipating playing Madison, Wis., 
had better rules issued by the In- 
dustrial Commission of Wi in before making 
arrangements. The step is taken to prevent such 
accidents as the one that happened at Madison 
last fall, when there was 4 collapse of tem- 
porary seats at a football game. The rules fol- 
low: (1) With %-inch seat boards the stringers 
should not be more than 4 feet apart; for longer 
spans 14-inch seat boards should be used. These 
figures refer to the actual thickness of boards 
after dressing. All boards should be of the best 
grade of lumber, free from imperfections, and 
should be tested at least once a year. (2) String- 
ers should be of good quality and tested; 2x6- 
inch stringers should be supported by uprights 
not over 6 feet apart. (3) The stakes at end of 
stringers should be at least 3 feet long, driven at 
least 30 inches into the ground. In soft ground the 
stakes should be longer or should be doubled. 
(4) The head seat man should carefully inspect 
every part of the seats before each perform- 
ance. One or more experienced men (depending 
on size of show) should be detailed to watch the 
seats during the performance and to look for any 


movement of stakes or other signs of danger. 
Failure to follow these regulations makes you 
liable to a heavy penalty. *

To Be in Operation Latter Part 
of This Year—Will Be Pre- 
sented to City at End of 
Thirtieth Year 


ft is emnounced from Habena, Cube, that the 
City Council bes approved the application of 
Charles T. Henshall, Arthur B. Clark and asso 
clates for « concession to tulld 2 general amuse- 
ment park and hippodrome within the corporate 
limite of the city of Habena.

The park is expected to be ready for 
operation by December of this year.

New York, May 27.—Surveyors of the new 
West Farms Exposition and Amusement Park, 
at 177th street subway station, on the Bronx 
River, have completed their work, and work- 
men will begin this week clearing the ground 
of the grand stend and small buildings so that 
the engineers can start work laying out the 
exposition grounds.

SKATING RINK NEWS 


By JULIAN T. 


FITZGERALD 


PLAYED TO PACKED HOUSES 


It has been customary of late to refer to an 
exhibition given by a professional skater or 
sketing team as playing to ‘“‘packed houses, 
“turn-away business,”’ or similar remarks. The 
fact that a skater or a team gave an exhibition 
at a rink where there was a good crowd present 
may not decide that it was the pulling powers 
of the skater or skaters, for in many instances 


large crowds have attended rinks where ex- 
hibitions were being given by the greenest of 
skaters. Then, again, there have n times 


when the best skaters in the United States have 
not pulled a corporal’s guard for a rink. Still it 
was through ro fault of the class of skating 
exhibited by the skaters that the crowds were 
not there. It is not necessary after the engage- 
ment to use the “S. R. O.," ‘‘turn-away crowds,” 
“packed to the rafters,’’ or other similar re- 
marks as to how much business was done, 
whether it was so or not. It is correct to state 
whetber the spectators appreciated the exhibi- 
tion and other remarks concerning the conditions 
as found at the rink, but not to tell of packing 
a rink when the truth of the matter was that 
just an ordinary crowd was present. I am not 
writing this for the benefit of any one person or 
number of persons, but merely to try and get 
things regulated so that in the future skaters 
will receive due credit for what they do. 
There are many good skating acts making 
their living today who can be classed among 
the world’s greatest, but they would have no 
right to use the title of world’s champion or 
champions. There are many good names to use 
in advertising your act, also many engagements 
you can get without having to use the packed 
house gag, or be the champion of the world.

CHAPLIN TAKES 
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CARMEN CASE 


_ ON APPEAL TO HIGHER COURT 


Comedian Undaunted by Justice Hotchkiss’ Re- 
fusal To Issue Order Restraining Distributors 
From Releasing the Burlesque of Carmen— 
Essanay’s Counter Suit Still Pending 


New York, May 2).—Charles Chaplin is flying 
to the uttermost points of the judicial map in 
his attempt to procure damages against the 
V-L-S-E and Essanay companies for the alleged 
stringing out of his Burlesque on Carmen, 
making it into a four-reel feature instead of the 
two-reeler he claims it was when he stepped out 
of the range of Essanay’s cameras. 

Late last week his attorney, Nathan Burkan, 
filed an appeal from the decision of Justice 
Hotchkiss, of the Supreme Court of New York, 
fin which he refused to issue a restraint en- 
Joining V-L-S-E from showing the film. Judge 
Hotchkiss handed down the decision Monday of 
last week. 


The case will be taken to the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court. Chaplin and his at- 
torney claim it will be fought to the end, and 
that they are not daunted by the adverse de- 
cision passed earlier in the week. In making 
the appeal Chaplin is asking for $100,000 dam- 
@ges against V-L-S-E, as the releasing company, 


stating his reputation as a comedian was injured 
to that extent. He also asks for an accounting 
of the profits accruing from the release of the 
picture. 

Judge Hotchkiss, in his decision refusing 
Chaplin’s request for a temporary injunction, 
cited the fact that the plaintiff did not contend 
that the part of the film in which he actually 
appeared had been garbled or disorted; he 
pointed out that the film is indisputably the 
property of the Essanay Company, and he dis- 
tinguished this case from those where the 
principle of the author's exclusive right comes 
up. He said the plaintiff's right to enjoin be- 
cuuse he did not approve of the film is doubtful. 
He further expressed a doubt that the con- 
tinued use of the film would injure the plaintiff, 
whereas the estoppage of it would in all certainty 
mean great loss to the defendant. 

The counter suit brought by Essanay. claim- 
ing that Chaplin yet owes them four pictures, 
since he was under contract for seven, and only 
made three, is still pending in the courts.

and settlement of grievances, and also with a 
view to discussing details of the proposed new 
equitable contract which the managers have 
signified their willingness to adopt. 

At this conference a committee was named to 
take up the matter of a contract, and within 
the next ten days it will submit for final ap- 
proval the drafted document. As _ previously 
stated in The Billboard an agreement had al- 
ready been reached by the vaudeville managers 
that they would meet with the members of the

Nash, David Warfield. A resolution was unani- 
| mously adopted increasing the number of council- 

men from twenty-one to thirty-six, the remain- 
ing fifteen to be named as soon as possible. 

Between five and six hundred members at- 
tended the meeting, which was marked by 
great enthusiasm, 

Approximately 800 votes were received in ad- 
vance of the meeting by mail, and out of the 
total there were but thirteen of the members who 
voted against affiliating with organized labor. 
The election today was held in the Hotel Astor, 
and immediately afterwards q meeting of the 
officers was held in Equity headquarters, Long- 
acre Building, for the purpose of ratifying the 
election. 

The decision to affiliate with the American 
Federation of Labor by no means indicates that 
the Actors’ Equity Association will become a 
part or branch of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union. The question of just how the association 
will affiliate with the A. F. of L. will now be 
determined by the councilmen, It is pretty 
safe to assume, however, that it will be under 
a separate and distinct charter, and that the 
Equity Association will in no wise become sub- 
servient to the White Rats’ organization. 

Harry Mountford, executive secretary of the 
Rats, has announced that he would strongly 
oppose giving the Actors’ Equity Association a 
separate charter, with equal rights, but The 
Billboard learns from pretty reliable authority 
that such action will result. Few, if any, of 
the A. E. A. are in sympathy with the plan to 
become a part of the White Rats, and it is 
believed that the council of the association will 
act for the best rests of the order in its 
evinced intention become affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor.
